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KCC Seeks Ist Millage Hike Since 1966 


A special election will be held November 
doth as Kirtland Community College asks for 
its first increase in operational millage sin- 
ce the college was founded in 1966. 

The college is requesting an increase to 
one and a half mills from the current rate of 
one mill. 

Ray Homer, KCC president, said the one 
mill levied for operations has remained un- 
changed since the college began in 1966. 

Since 1966, enrollment has increased from 
160 to 1,500 and operation costs have in- 
creased. 

‘We don’t have much other choice but to 
ask for the millage increase,” said Homer. 
“Last year expenditures were $126,000 more 
than our revenues and this year our costs 
will probably exceed our revenues by 
$400,000.” 

The college does not want to raise tuition 


or fees to raise more money because tuition 
has been increased by 45 percent the last ten 
years to try to cover for increasing costs. 
With a millage increase, the college wants 
to hold the line on tuition and fee rates. 

Homer said even with a half mill increase, 
Kirtland Community College would still 
have one of the lowest millages in the state 
for a community college. 


The millage increase would allow Kirt- 
land to maintain the present services, 
Homer said. 

Currently, KCC receives 26 percent of its 
budget from the one mill levy for 
operations. Forty six percent of operating 
funds come from state aid and 23 percent 
come from tuition. Five percent come from 
gifts and miscellaneous income. From the 
operating funds, 67 percent are spent on in- 


Canoers vs. Fishermen: 


Groups Try Compromises

By two o’clock on a hot, sunny Saturday 
afternoon in July, as many as 600 canoes are 
floating on the AuSable River between 
Grayling and Wakeley Bridge. 

At the same time, there are fishermen on 
the river, even though brown trout fishing in 
July is usually better at night and in dim 
light. 

On a busy Saturday, fishermen some- 
times have to dodge canoeists and canoeists 
sometimes have to dodge fishing lines. 

What happens when a fisherman keeps 
right on fishing and a canoeist keeps on 
paddling? 

In one incident, a family in a canoe was 
approaching Stephan Bridge and asked 
fisherman in the river to move. He didn’t 
and cast his fly line instead snagging a 
young boy in the back of the back. The boy’s 
father had to remove the hook from his son’s 
head because the fisherman didn’t want his 
line cut, 

At other times, canoers have rammed 
hard into fishermen knocking them into the 
river — a dangerous situation if waders fill 
with water. 

These accidents could have been avoided 
if fishermen and canoers had followed 
guidelines drawn by the Recreational 
Canoeing Association and Trout Unlimited. 
The guidelines were developed after a court 
case started in 1969 to limit the number of 
canoes on certain Michigan streams was not 
resolved. Trail evidence indicated canoes do 
not damage the river. The court ordered 
negotiations to work out the differences 
among fishermen, canoe liveries, arid the 
DNR. 

Roger Beilfuss, president of the RCA, said 
there has been no word from the state on the 
issue and it is what the court system call a 
‘late dormant” case. 

“Nothing has happened on the AuSable or 
Manistee rivers,” said Beilfuss, that may 
affect the number of canoes rented on either 
stream. 

Instead of letting the issue die, the RCA 
and TU have worked to educate the public 
on quality canoeing and appreciating the 
fisherman’s needs. 

The Paul H. Young Chapter of TU have 
printed Canoe Courtesy stickers stating 
seven common courtesy rules that should be 


Local Photographer 
Adds Trout Diorama 
To Wildlife Collection

Carrol and Sally Wert’s living room is already filled with 


unusual wildlife decorations and furniture. 


There are tables with deer horns for legs, colorful out- 
door scenes painted on huge, dried fungus, ‘‘jackpine owls” 
made from deer and antelope skins, and the traditional 
mounted heads of deer, antelope, and other trophies. 

Now there’s another eyecatching wildlife attraction -- 
seven types of trout mounted in a scene depicting a river- 
bottom with a painted riverside forest background. 

“I got the idea in Montana two summers ago,” said 
Carrol Wert, a professional portrait and wildlife photog- 
rapher. ‘Someone had a brown trout mounted on a bare 
board with a few stones on it to represent the river bottom. It 
was a good idea but I thought I could do it better.”’ 

First, Wert had to catch the seven kinds of trout he want- 
ed to include in his diorama. He caught the golden trout, pure 
cutthroat, hybrid cutthroat, and dolly varden out West. Back 
home in Grayling he caught a brown trout, rainbow, and 
brook trout. The first brook trout Wert caught didn’t work out 
during mounting and so a friend gave him another brook 


trout caught from the Manistee. 


Tom Phillips, of Grayling, mounted the fish for Wert and 
started the painting. Wert finished the painting of the fish, 
placing the delicate spots on the trout in the right areas. 

Dena Kolb, of Grayling, painted the riverside forest 
backdrop for Wert. It shows a springtime scene with marsh 


marigolds and Juneberry in blossom. 


Wert constructed the riverbottom using Petoskey stones

followed when canoeing near fishermen. 
Keep one canoe length away, avoid all noise, 
stop paddling and glide past, don’t bump 
canoes with paddles, don’t tie canoes 
together, put trash in barrels, and stop only 
at public landings. These stickers are 
available to all canoe liveries in Michigan to 
place at the bow and stern of rental canoes. 

The RCA developed canoe guidelines 
dealing with all river use. These rules are 
available to all canoe liveries to post and 
explain to all canoers. 

‘“‘There’s no need for a conflict, it’s a mat- 
ter of wise scheduling,’’ says Dave 
Borgeson, Chief of the DNR Fisheries Divi- 
sion. 

The canoe liveries in Grayling have volun- 
tarily agreed to have all canoes off the river 
by 6:30 p.m. in the designated quality fly 
fishing waters from Burton’s to Wakeley 
Bridge. The canoe liveries have alse volun- 
tarily frozen the number of canoes available 
for rent in Grayling since the court case 
started. . 

“Tt helps not to have canoeists on the river 
after 6 p.m.,”’ says Bob Woodland, local fly 
fisherman and TU member. “If you fish 
during the week instead of the weekend, 
canoe traffic is not as heavy. If you fish 
earlier at Burton’s, canoes don’t get there 
until 12 or 1 p.m., and then you fish Wakeley 
later.” 

“Avoid the problems,” Woodland says, 
‘fish the North Branch when the traffic is 
heavy on the mainstream, and don’t stand 
there and wait for them (canoeists) to hit 
you.” 

Woodland said one way that might help 
control canoer behavior is to outlaw booze 
on the river because it makes people 
belligerent. Woodland said there are only a 
few drunks on the river but those few ruin it 
for everyone. 

With canoers following courtesy rules and 
fishermen not casting near canoes and get- 
ting out of the way when necessary, the two 
groups should be able to share the river. 

Borgeson, DNR Fisheries Chief, feels 
sharing the river is a good idea and ‘‘What’s 
good for the AuSable is good for Grayling,” 
he says.

struction, 18 percent on administration, and 
15 percent on physical plant operations. 
KCC serves more than 3,100 students a 
year. Last year, 1,575 students enrolled in 
academic and vocation classes during the 
fall while more than 1,000 persons enrolled 
in community services programs. Summer 
enrollment for 1985 was more than 500. 


The cost of the proposed half mill increase 
would be $10 more a year for a property 
owner with a house valued at $40,000 and 
State equalized value at $20,000. 

KCC president Ray Homer pointed out 
that for senior citizens, the state’s circuit 
breaker on property taxes generally pro- 
tects them from any increase in millage. 
Seniors can receive 60 to 100 percent refunds 
on any property taxes paid that exceed 3.5 
percent of their income.

Miercy Hospital Undergoes 


Miore Employee Changes 


Mercy Hospital recently underwent a re- 
organization of its organizational structure 
that resulted in the elirnination or reclassi- 
fication of 17 management positions. Most of 
the managers affected have elected to take 
other positions in the hospitals or to fill 
vacant jobs that had not been filled in recent 
weeks in anticipation of the reorganization. 
Seven employees are expected to be out of 
work as a result of the cuts. 

Two reasons were cited for the reorgani- 
zation: changing Medicare reimbursement 
and a high manager to employee ratio. 

The DRG (Diagnosis Related Grouping) 
system of payment for Medicare that start- 
ed in July of 1984 is in its second year of a 
four year phase-in to national payment 
rates §This results in a lower reimburse- 
ment of Mercy Hospital, as with most hos- 
pitals in the northeastern United States. 

Another reason for the cutbacks was the 


high manager-to-employee ratio. In the last 
year and a half, the hospital staff has been 
reduced by over 50 employees. ‘‘We had not 
reduced any management positions,’”’ said 
Sister Mary Ellen, adding, ‘“‘With less em- 
ployees, we don’t. require as many 
managers and supervisors.” 

Cost containment efforts instituted over 
the past two years have been effective. 
There has not been a price increase for 
Mercy Hospital’s room rates or services 
since July 1983. Some price reductions have 
been made possible through staff reduc- 
tions, strict budget controls, and other cost- 
saving measures. 

Sister Mary Ellen called the reductions 
“unfortunate and distressing to everyone 
involved,” but a measure taken by most 
hospitals in Michigan as a result of the 
Federal government’s new prospective pay- 
ment system.

When Jesus talked to 
people, to get their attention, 
He usually began the conver- 
sation related to that which 
was upon their minds. To the 
woman at the well of John 
Chapter 4, Jesus talked 
about water. He talked about 
birds and flowers to remind 
us of how God would care for 
us. (Matthew 6:24-34). He 
spoke of splinters and poles 
of wood in our eyes to remind 
us of how blind we are of our 
problems. (Matt 7:1-5). He 
spoke of fish and serpents in 
Matt 7:7-12. He spoke of dif- 
ferent kinds of gates, (Matt 
7:13, 14). He spoke of wolves 
in sheep’s clothing, (Matt- 
hew 7:15), He spoke of com- 
paring good and corrupt 
fruit trees to men, (Matt 
7:16-20). He spoke of our dif- 
ferent lives as houses in 
storms, (Matthew 7:24-27).

They left the 
sign of the fish in the cata- 
combs of Rome. The first 
disciples Jesus called were 
fishermen. (Matthew 4:18- 
22). Jesus related their new 
ocupation with the old. He 
called them ‘‘fishers of 
men.’ (Matthew 4:19). 
Jesus again encouraged 
Peter in Luke 5:10: ‘“..Fear 
not; from henceforth thou 
shalt catch men.” Following 
the death, burial and 
resurrection of Jesus Christ, 
Peter still desired to go back 
to fishing. “‘Simon Peter 
saith unto them, I go a fish- 
ing. They say unto him, We 
also go with thee. They went 
forth, and entered into a ship 
immediately; and that night 
they caught nothing.”’ (John 
21:3). After filling their nets 
with another miracle, (John 
21:4-8), Jesus cooked break- 
fast for them of fish and 


bread, (John 21:9-14). After -

Tax Reform? 


Voters Unconcerned

the summer vacation reports from several 
Michigan Congressmen. 

Rep. Guy Vander Jagt of Luther toured 
more than 40 western Michigan towns ina 
motor home, logging in 740 voter visits. 

“What surprised me was the general 
good feeling that people had,” Vander Jagt 
said. “Out of 740, one fellow was a bit non- 
civil — and that was early in the mor- 
ning.”” Rep. Robert Carr of East Lansing 
said his constituents “aren’t focusing on 
issues right now.” Said Carr: ‘‘They’re 
thinking about other things. It’s summer in 
Michigan. They’re thinking about getting 
to the cottage. They’re thinking about get- 
ting out on the boat.” 


REP. MARK SILJANDER of Three 
Rivers, member of the Foreign Affairs 
Committee, found the voters interested 
more in their pocketbooks than global hot 
spots. 

“Frankly, the average person doesn’t 
care about South Africa,” Siljander said. 
“They don’t even care about Nicaragua. 
Most people care about if their paycheck 
will be there and how the economy is 
progressing.” 

Rep. Dennis Hertel of Detroit, outguess- 
ing his constituents, decided against 
scheduling lots of constituent sessions 
because ‘everyone else is on vacation, 
too,’’ according to an assistant quoted in a 
news report. 

ALL OF THESE findings are probably 
true. People do indeed, tend to focus their 
attention inward, being more concerned 
about pocketbook issues — as Siljander 
found-and how well they’re doing rather 
than how bad somebody else is doing — as 
Vander Jagt and Carr reported. 

This sampling also indicates things are 
looking up in Michigan right now, and like 
it or not, those who are currently in office 
— regardless of party — get credit for the 
good things. 

That’s one reason 1986 is going to be a 
tough year to knock off incumbents, 
Republican or Democrat. Republican 
gubernatorial hopefuls Bill Lucas, Dan 
Murphy, et al., should take special note of 
these indications. a

FEDERAL GRANT TO FUND 
MENTAL HEALTH 
TRAINING PROJECTS 

Mental Health Dept. Director C. Patrick 
Babcock recently announced a project of 
‘expanding and updating skills of mental 
heaith and related human service workers 
will be funded by a three-year, $439,000 
grant from the Institute of Mental Health. 

The grant, awarded to the department’s 
Office of Resource Development, will 
permit the department to proceed with 
four separate training efforts, Babcock 
explained. 

The projects include a work force 
demonstration project, focusing on 
workers safety, reduction of worker com- 
pensation costs and job satisfaction. 

Other parts of the project include expan- 
sion of an information system to allow the 
department to monitor composition of 
work force and project future needs for 
various mental health specialists such as 
psychologists, registered nurses, social 
workers, physicians and other therapists. 

Additional parts of the grant will be used 
for development of training programs 
tailored to the needs of case managers and 
development of increased training for law 
enforcement or mental health workers 
who deal with persons confined to local or 
county jails who also are exhibiting signs 
of mental disorders.

Hunters Reminded of Bear 
Hunting Regulation Changes 


Lansing — Dept. of 
Natural Resources (DNR) 
Wildlife Division remind 
hunters to note major 
changes in this year’s bear 
season regulations. 

The Natura] Resources 
Commission approved a 
shorter season this year until 
more precise data on Mich- 
igan’s existing bear popu- 
lation could be gathered. The 
bear season for the Upper 
Peninsula (Zone 1) will run 
from September 10-October 
31 (Drummond and Bois 
Blanc Islands closed). No 
bear may be taken in the 
U.P. during the November 
15-30 firearm deer season, as 
previously allowed. 

Hunting of bear in certain 
counties of the northern 
Lower Peninsula (Zone 2) 
will run from September 10- 
16. Counties include: Alcona, 
Alpena, Antrim, Charlevoix, 
Cheboygan, Crawford, Em- 
met, Iosco, Kalkaska, 
Missaukee, Montmorency, 
Ogemaw, Oscoda, Presque 
Isle, Roscommon. A special 
bow season will be offered in 
Zone 2 from October 1-7. 

Dogs with a permit, gun or 
bow are allowed in both the 
U.P. and northern Lower 
Peninsula; however, no guns 
or dogs may be used during 
the October 1-7 bow season in 
Zone 2. The dog permit is 
free and may be obtained 
from most DNR District Of- 
fices or from DNR Informa- 
tion Services Center, 7th 
floor Mason Bldg., Lansing, 
48909/517-373-1220. 

First time baiting limita- 
tions were implemented this 
year mainly to reduce com- 
mercialization of bait use, 
aid in litter control and to 
minimize conflict between 
bait and dog hunters.

From my desk the 
progression toward fall is 
becoming more evident. The 
window is high and offers a 
view of the tree tops and sky 


“only. Beyond the service 


road there is a Maple with a 
red crown and some red 
showing on the side that I 
se*, while right next to it 
there is another Maple with 
a splash of orange. These 
two Maples go through the 
same procedure each fall. 
The other trees around them 
are still lushly green. 

Right next to the road is a 
good sized Silver Maple 
which has leaves a good six 
inches across with five deep 
lobes. While some trees 
flower at the same time the 
leaves are appearing, the 
Silver Maple flowers before 

-the leaves appear and the 
paired seeds which are up to 
two inches long, ripen in the 
spring. 

One source I have in- 
dicates the Silver Maple is 
typical of moist soil and 
grows rapidly. Although this 
Maple is often planted as an 
ornamental, its leaves do not 
become highly colored in the 
fall. This particular tree will 
in fact still be green when 
the other trees nearby are 
bare or colored in all their 
glory. Itis as if it is reluctant 
to call it quits for the season. 
If this winter is as crazy as 
the summer, I can concur 
with the tree.

($100.25), limited this year to

30028, Lansing, Mi. 48909 - 
517-373-1204. At this date, 
nearly 75 licenses remain to 
be sold. 

Michigan residents 14 
years and older may obtain 
bear licenses ($11.25) from 
Michigan license dealers, 
DNR Regional, District, 
Field Offices and at DNR’s 
Information Services Center 
in Lansing, 

The bag limit for the 1985 
bear season still remains at 
one bear per calendar year, 
with no open season on cub 
bear.

Perhaps the most common 
game animals in Michigan 
are the squirrels. There are 
two species which are hunt- 
ed - fox squirrels and gray 
squirrels (black squirrels 
are a color phase of gray 
squirrels). Gray squirrels 
are essentially creatures of 
big timber, where plenty of 
nuts and deep shade prevail. 
Fox squirrels utilize more 
open habitat with a more 
varied food supply. In this 
area, the ranges overlap so 
that both gray squirrels and 
somewhat larger fox 
squirrels are frequently 
seen. 

The game squirrels nor- 
mally produce two litters of 
young, the first in March and 
the second in mid-summer. 
From one to six young may 
be born at a time with three 
being the average litter size. 


- Squirrels inhabit hollows . 


in trees, make globular nests 
of leafy twigs in lofty 
branches and spend most of 
their time aloft. Nuts, 
berries, fruits, grains, fungi, 
insects, buds and seeds are 
all included in their menu. 


_Game squirrels do not hiber- 


nate and must search for 
food throughout the winter, 
at which time they may. 
become an expensive prob- 
lem at bird feeders. 

Like all animals, squirrels 
are subject to diseases and 
Mange, or 
scabies, is perhaps the most 
serious problem faced by 
squirrels. Again, like all 
animals, epidemics are 
more likely when population 
densities are high. 

Although squirrels are one 
of the most common game 
animals, they are the most 
under utilized. The hunting

Dear Mr. Madsen: 

F. Morgan Roberts, Pres- 
byterian minister, lecturer, 
and fisherman, seemed to 
have ignored the main point 
of our article ‘‘The No Kill 
Controversy” in ‘‘The Bible 
Speaks.’ Why does Roberts 
stress the welfare of a few 
thousand trout in the 
AuSable River, and ignore 
the plight of millions of mur- 
dered human babies? 

Recently, the 197th 
General Assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church 
(U.S.A.) overwhelmingly 
approved a committee 
report that urged the church 
to support abortion as a 
solution to unwanted preg- 
nancy. This may explain 
why Roberts showed more 
concern about the safety of 
trout in the waters of the 
AuSable, than human babies 
in the waters of their 
mother’s womb. This may be 
the reason Roberts ap- 


parently has more 
“reverence for wildlife’ 
than human life. 


We agree with Roberts’ 
description of how “the Old 
Testament displays an 
amazing advanced concept 
of conservation.” He 
referred to God’s special 
care in the preservation of 
“fruit trees” in Deut 20:19, 
‘beasts of burden’’. in 
Exodus 23:5, ‘‘waterfowl’”’ in 
Deut 22:6,7, and “cattle” in 
Jonah 4:11. It is strange that 
he missed God’s special care 
for a pregnant woman and 
her child in Exodus 21: 22-25, 
Especially if Roberts 
believes man is created in 
God’s image above animals. 
However, a recent survey 
reported in ‘‘Christianity 
Today” stated that 84% of 
the Presbyterians polled did 
not believe in the creation 
account of Genesis in the 
Bible. They did not believe 
Adam and Eve were real 
persons. 

Roberts spent much of his 
lengthy letter questioning 
the alleged ‘‘misuse of scrip- 
ture” in our column, saying 
some quotes were “‘irrele- 
vant” and finally accusing 
the author of ‘‘a cheap shot, 
inappropriate for an author 
who purports to tell us what 
the Bible teaches.” While 
none of us may agree 100% 
on Bible interpretation, it is 
most important that all of us 
believe the Bible is the 
inerrant, infallible Word of 
the living God. Our final 
authority is not man, but 
God and His Holy Scriptures, 
“Christianity Today” re- 
ported a recent survey in 
which 88% of the Presby- 
terians did not believe the 
scriptures are the inspired, 
inerrant word of God. This 
may explain many of our dif- 
ferences over Bible interpre- 
tation, 

Let us consider a scenario 
of how a man with Robert’s 
thinking could have respond- 
ed to the events in ancient 
Egypt during the bondage of 
the Jews. We would hear the 
order of the king to kill all 
Jewish boy babies at birth by 
throwing them in the river. 
(Exodus 1:15-22). (A possi- 
bility for ERA to consider 
when they discover unborn 
women. have rights too). 
What would Roberts have 


said when observing those 
dead human babies floating 
in the river? Would he have 
been more concerned about 
pollution threatening the 
“national treasure’ and 
‘magnificent’ fish and 
wildlife of the Nile? 

To have our personal in- 
tegrity publicly questioned 
by a Presbyterian is a small 
thing. A recent survey in- 
dicated that 49% of the Pres- 
byterians did not believe 
Jesus was born of a virgin. 
Those who would criticize 
the character of the virgin 
Mary, and the divine nature 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, can 
be expected to have little 
mercy onthe rest of us. 

We have not, neither do we 
intend to attack the sport of 
fishing. All of us who have 
spent much time fishing 
have hooked and released 
hundreds of thousands of fish 
because of size, season, or 
limit requirements. The rub 
comes when the no-kill group 
refuses to admit they are 
fishing solely for pleasure at 
the mercy of the fish. If they 
have no pleasure in hooking, 
handling, and harming fish, 
then why don’t they just 
spend all their fishing time 
at the local fish hatchery 
where they can observe 
trophy fish all day. They can 
even save the money from 
their license, tackle and bait 
to buy fish food. 

We agree with all fisher- 
men that it is important to 
conserve the life quality of 
trout in the waters of the 
AuSable. However, we 
believe the controversy com- 
pells all of us to conserve and 
reverence the human life of 
every human baby in the 
waters of the mother’s 
womb. Loss of dignity for the 
life of the innocent and help- 
less, assures us of the even- 
tual loss of dignity for the life 
of the wise and powerful.
